It is very possible that -by late Monday, 
March 8, every single policeman in Antioch, 
Lindenhurst, Lake Villa, Fox Lake and 
Grayslake will have the capability of instant 
communication with each other if necessary, 
because the Northwest Police Network will 
be deferable. 

According to Antioch Police Chief Chuck 
Miller, chairman of the network's advisory 
board, the radio consultants, Sachs and 
Freeman, Northbrook, have given approval 
that the system meets the specifications they 
laid-out, and on Monday, March 8, Miller and 
the other four police chiefs will hand out the 
personal portable radios to their men. , 

Miller expects Antiocfrs system to go into 
immediate operation. 

The five municipality ne,t work, financed by 
federal grant funds, will enable law en- 
forcement officers in these areas to be con- 
stantly in touch' with their own dispatchers, 



squad cars or each other even in the field; no 
matter where they are during their tour of 
duty. 

"This will revolutionize the effectiveness 
of the police and will also double our law en- 
forcement capability," said Miller. 

After the network is in operation, the ad- 
visory board will see to the maintenance of 
the towers and the equipment, with each- 
municipality sharing any maintenance costs 
after the Warranty period is over.
